my approval,” declared Mr. Wellington, 
“and as a republican I am prepared to say 
that Grover Cleveland did his duty in re- 
fusing to rush headlong into a radical 
Cuban policy.“ ' 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, said the sena- 
tor from Maryland (Wellington) had taken 
a shot at creation while presumably dis- 
cussing the pending resolution. He had 
gone into the tariff, currency, the late and 
present administration in their various 
ramifications. 

Mr. Daniel said the Maryland senator 
entirely misapprehended the resolution in 
declaring that it involved hostility to Spain. 
Sarcastically he referred to Mr. Welling- 
ton's statement that some debt of grati- 
tude existed because Spain had produced 
a Christopher Columbus. 

“It were better had there been no Colum- 
bus said Mr. Daniel, “if America was 
to continue the savagery that prevailed 
here before the country was discovered.” 

He denied that the recognition of an 
existing fact could be construed as a hos- 
tile act, but in any event the fact should 
be recognized and the great influenee of 
the United States thrown toward the cause 
of civilized and Christian usage. It might 
subject some American vessels to search, 
but this would be a small matter com- 
pared with the results achieved. It might 
give Spain a right to blockade Cuba, but 
in that Spain would suffer more than the 
United States. 

“It is said this means war,” continued 
Mr. Daniel, “I deny it. 

“I do not wish to see the American peo- 
ple involved in war. I look upon war as 
one of the greatest calamities that can 
befall a people. But it is a greater calam- 
ity for the high public spirit of a great 
nation to be so deadened that it can look 
upon murder and arson and pillage with 
indifference and for the public spirit of 
that nation to be so dead as to delay one 
instant in doing an act of justice because 
of fear of war.” 

At the close of Mr. Daniel’s speech Mr. 
Mason, of Illinois, secured the floor and 
will speak when the resolution is taken 
up at 2 o’clock tomorrow. He yielded at 
5 o'clock for an executive session and at 
5:30 o'clock the senate adjourned.

memorial and may be able to devise meas- 
ures whereby the termination of the strug- 


Sle between the armed forces in the isl- 
and of Cuba maybe hastened, and the suf 


ferings and losses of your may 
be relieved and commerce re-established 
between the United States and the island 
of Cuba. 
Trade with Island Has Been Heavy. 
“The magnitude of the American com- 
merce with the island of Cuba is readily 
shown by citing the volume of our trade 
with the island for the years 1893, 54 and 98, 
in each of which years thev alue of our 


imports from Cuba exceeded $75,000,000. Our 


exports to Cuba ranged in vaiue from 
$25,000,000 to $80,000,000 a year during these 
years, and has been even greater in pre- 
vious years during the existence of the 
recipocrity treaty of the United States 
with Spain. 

“The struggie in the island of Cyba has 
continued for more than two years to the 
serious derangement of our commerce with 
the island, our imports from Cuba shrink- 
ing in value to some $30,000,000 in 1896, and 
our exports to Cuba in 1896 amounting to 
only $7,000,000 as far as ascertainable. 

“Many of your subscribers, moreover, 
have large interests in Cuba, either as prop- 
erty holders or holders of mortgages or in 
the shape of business credit advances, and 
your subscribers see these interests already 
seriously injured, now threatened with an- 
nihilation by the continuance of a state 
of affairs under which we can neither op- 
erate any business in the island or Cuba 
with safety, nor take the precautions pos- 
sible in ordinary times to protect our in- 
terests.

THE TURKS CONTINUE TQ ADVANCE 


News That Comes from the Fighting 
at Various /Hours—Greeks Are 
Fighting, but Numbers and 
Moslem Persistency Are 
Too Much for Them. 


London, May 17.—The Dally Telegraph's . 
special correspondent with the Turkish 
forces in Thessaly, telegraphing late last 
night, says: 

„Edhem Pasha has moved on from point 
te point and finally occupied Domokos, 

“The Greeks have sustained a crushing 
defeat. 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE GREEK 
ARMY, DOMOKOS, May 17, 4 p. m.—The 
Turkish attack on the Greek right wing 
began at 2 o’clock this afternoon, but the 
flank attacks are corsidered to be feints, 
and it is believed the main attack of the 
Turks will be made upon the Greek cen- 
ter, where Crown Prince Constantine is 


in command, 
Two Greek cannons are doing great ex- 


ecution on the principal ‘Turkish column, 


which is advancing through the hills. 
The Turkish infantry at several points 
is in contact with the Greeks. lt is be- 


Iteved that the attack on General ame- 
lenski near Almyros is only a strategic Op- 


eration and that the Turks will endeavor 
to cut between the two Greek armies, oc- 
cupy the road leading to the Othry moun- 
tains and thus cut off the retreat of the 
crown prince. 

ATHENS, May 17.—Dispatches sent from 
Domokos at 7 p. m. say that the Greek 
left wing has fallen back toward the cen- 
ter before a lurge number of Turks. The 
battle continued after sunset, but despite 
the ylelding of the left wing, the Turks 
were finally repulsed. General Mavromi- 
chaelis was wounded. , 

A dispatch sent from Domokos at noon, 
by way of Lamia, says: 

Thirty-five thousand Turks, infantry, 
cavalry and artillery, have attacked the 
Greek line at several pointe of the left 
wing and center, penetrating southward 
and surrounding Domokos. Large forces 
are also attacking General Smolenski. 

ATHENS, May 17.—Midnight.—A dispatch & 
just received from. Domokos says that the 
Greek right wing has been compelled to re- 
tire six kilometers. 

Greeks Have Evidently Suffered. 

LONDON, May 18, 1 a. m—The latest 
news from the seat of hostilities by way 
of Athens shows that the battle yesterday 
ceased about 9 o’clock in the evening, but 
will probably be resumed this morning. 
Thus far no account of the fighting has 
been received from the Turkish side. 

It is evident from the Greek account 
that the Greeks have suffered a serious de- 
feat, and if the left wing has given way, 
as appears probably, Edhem Pasha may 
be able to cut off the Greek retreat and 
separate General Smolenski at Sourpi from 
the main army. 

This is Edhem Pasha’s reply to the fool- 
ish attempt of Colonel Manos to snatch 4 
victory in Epirus. If Greece had pre- 
vented Manos from playing this last card 
of a gambler, Turkey might perhaps have 
ceased hostilities. As it is now, she is in 
full possession of Thessaly and the powers 
will find the task of protecting Greece more 
dificult than ever. | 

The dispatches. from Athens represent 
the populace as astounded when the news 
or the fighting came. They had hoped 
to the last that the powers would pre- 
vent Turkey from going further. One 
report represents the Greek government 
as threatening to take extreme and des- 
perate steps unless Europe arrests the 
progress of the invaders.

Courthouse Packed To Hear the Actor 


Testify in His Suit. 


ISADORE RUSH AS A WITNESS 


Actor and Attorney Have Some Warm 
and Interesting Passages. 


THE ACTRESS BARES HER SHAPELY ARM 


Reed Shows Himself Equally Good 
on the Witness Stand as on 
the Stage. 


Macon, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—Roland 
Reed has played many. parts in his time, 
but it’s doubtful if he ever performed a 
role similar to that which he is now play- 


ing in Macon. 

The scene of the play is the United States 
court. Judge Emory Speer is stage man- 
ager; Roland Reed, the beautiful Mrs. 
Whyte, whose stage name is Isadore Rush, 
and Mrs. Mary Myers are the principal 
characters, while John T. Glenn and Jack 
Slaton, of Atlanta. have star parts, as 
well as General W. A. Henderson, of Ten- 
nessee, and others. 

The title to the play is Roland Reed et 
al. vs. Southern railway. 

There is a large audience of most inter- 
ested spectators. 

In February, 1895, the train on which 
Roland Reed and his theatrical company 
were traveling from Macon to Jacksonville 
by the Southern railway one night at Scot- 
land was wrecked by running into an open 
switch. The company was in a sleep and 
Roland Reed and others sustained sundry 
injuries, so they alleged, and in conse- 
quence thereof had to cancel engagements 
that season. 

Reed, Miss Isadore Rush and Mrs. Mey- 
ers each sued the Southern for $10,000 dam- 
ages. The suit of Reed commenced this 
morning before Judge Speer and a jury 
in the United States court. The cases of 
Miss Rush and Mrs. Meyers will depend 
on the result of Reed’s suit. The hearing 
will consume several days. 

Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, of Atlanta, and 
Tom Eason, of Eastman, are the attorneys 
for the plaintiff. Colonel W. A. Henderson, 
assistant general counsel for the road, Hill, 
Harris & Birch, of Macon, and Delacey & 
Bishop, of Eastman, are the attorneys for 
the defendant. 

The courtroom was crowded when Judge 
Speer announced court open at 11 o’clock. 
It did mot take long to get a jury and the 
case proceeded. Before any evidence was 
taken, however, Colonel Henderson request- 
ed the judge to put Mrs. Meyers and Mrs. 
Whyte under the rule and exclude them 
from the courtroom. 

Mr. Glenn objected to this on fhe ground 
that they were jointly interested and their 
evidence was not of a material kind as to 
the causes of the wreck. Judge Speer 
said they could remain. Colonel Henderson 
then moved that all witnesses remain, but 
Mr. Glenn objected to this. He said he 
had no objection to physicians and sur- 
geons remaining, as they would only give 
expert testimony, but he wanted the train 
crew and other witnesses excluded. 

Judge Speer ruled that all could remain 
in the courtroom. 

Mr. Glenn then read interrogatories of 
Roland Reed and the remainder of the 
morning was taken up in the reading of 
interrogatories and hearing of evidence. 

Miss Rush, who is a beautiful bionde, is 
the cynosure of all eyes as she sits in 
the courtroom carefully listening to every 
word spoken by the counsel on both sides 
and .apparently taking mental notes. of 
the case as it progresses. Mrs. Myers is 
an aged lady, but still handsome and a 
stylish dresser. She, too, seems deeply 
interesfed in the case. Roland Reed ap- 
pears to be the most indifferent spectator 
in the courtroom. He has a nonchalant 
air about him that conveys the impression 
that he knows how to act as well off the 
stage as on. 

Each of the plaintiffs were put on the 
stand and stated the nature of the injuries 
they had recefved in the wreck. 

Miss Rush said she was thirty years old. 

Miss Rush bared her beautiful shapely 
arm and exhibited the scar of a wound re- 
ceived in the accident. She did this at the 
request of the presiding judge, who said 
he desired to see the evidence as well as 
hear. 

When Roland was put on the stand the 
fun began, and it was a hard matter for 
Marshal Harrell and Judge Speer to keep 
order. Colonel Henderson subjected Reed 
to a very severe cross-examination, but 
Reed was always ready with a quick re- 
tort of some kind. Many of his answers 
were sarcastic to a degree that proved ex- 
asperating to the defendant’s counsel. He 
is a consummate actor either on or off 
the stage. He furnished much amuse- 
ment for all today. . 

Colonel Henderson asked bim to give a 
description of the wreck. said his 
descriptive powers were not very good, 
but if the colonel would furnish him a 
pencil and piece of paper he would make 
a drawing of the wreck. The material was 
furnished him and for a few moments 
Reed was busy marking on the paper. 
When he had finished he handed it to Colo- 
nel Henderson. 

Colonel Henderson scrutinized it closely 
and appeared unable to decipher the 
sketch, and finally appealed to Reed to 
explain it. Reed answered that he might 
not be able to properly picture a railroad 
wreck, but he knew he was always able 
to draw a house. 

This sally of wit was greeted with much 
laughter in which the dignified judge hear- 
tily joined. 

An incident just before court adjourned 
for dinner was in its way singularly pa- 
thetic. Colonel Henderson had appeared to 
question Reed’s veracity, wheféfpon Reed 
very emphatically declared that he always 
told the truth and would not for any 
consideration tell a lie.

Railway Men Are Coming in Advance To 
‘Survey the Field. 

PETITION FOR A ONE-THIRD CUT 


The Roads Will Make a Full Showing 
of Their Condition. 


THEIR REVENUES ARE RAPIDLY DECREASING 


Not One Dollar in Five Invested in 
Stock Is Making a Dividend. 
Georgia’s Rates the Lowest. 


The petition of a 33 1-3 per cent reduction 


in railroad freight rates comes up before 


the state commission tomorrow. 

Several attorneys, representing the roads, 
were here yesterday conferring in regard to 
the legal points involved, although these 
are not considered to be many or serious. 
The main points are such as concern the 
amount of business done by the roads, the 
reasonablenese of Georgia’s rates compar- 
ed with those of other states and the effect 
of a reduction on the revenue and neces- 
sarily upon the service given by the roads, 
on the wages which they pay end on the 
dividends and interest which they are ex- 
pected to pay. 

The attorneys at the meeting were: 
Messrs. Fairfax Harriscn, of the Southern 
cilway; Albert Howell, of the Atlanta and 
West Point; William Clay, of the Plant 
system; T. M. Cunningham, of the Cen- 
tral, and J. L. Hardeman, of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida. Mr. Howell was 
made chairman of the meeting. After a 
short discussion the attorneys adjourned 
until 10:30 o’clock this morning, when they 
will meet again at the Aragon. 

A conference of traffic officials will be 
held here today, when the order of pre- 
senting the answers to the petition will be 
agreed upon. The arguments presented 
by the roads will be the most complete 
ever presented before the commission. 
Heretofore the complaints about rates 
have generally been answered with regard 
to the case pending, but this time it is 
understood that the roads are going to 
make a full showing of their financial 
condition, their earnings and expenses, and 
explode the popular idea that railroads 
are great money makers and a rich in- 

vestment. The representatives of the 
transportation companies expect to show 
that rates in Georgia are already lower 


than in any other southern state, for which 


condition the people are indebted to the 
commission. They will show that the rail- 
roads in Georgia and neighboring states 
to the west have a lower capitalization by 
$2,000 a mile than the roads of the Caro- 
linas and Virginias. The capitalization of 
Georgia’s roads is $15,000 per mile less than 
the roads in New England and $15,000 per 
mile less than the roads in New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland. ' 

One mile of road in those states fs capi- 
talized for as much as two and a half 
miles in Georgia, the figure being $45,766 
in Georgia and~$120,000 in New York and 
the states lying south to the Potomac. 
Then they will show that in the Georgia 
group the roads handle less freight per 
mile than in any other states east of the 
Missouri and Mississippi. 


Speaking of the hearing on the petition 
brought by Messers. Brewer & Hanleiter, t 
Griffin, for a reduction in rates, a railway 
man said yesterday: 

“Personally, whatever there is of hos 
feeling toward railroads ts not aimed a 
the employees. A petition for a reduction 
in rates is not intended to cut the wages 
of an engineer or a conductor, a carpenter, 
a telegraph operator or a laborer. The 
employees are good patrons of the mer- 
chant in the city and village. They are 
among the best customers the farmer 
has, because they get their wages regularly 
and a great many of them pay cash. In- 
deed, on a number of railroads, the man- 
agers require their employees to pay their 
bills. A man who is poor pay is dis- 
missed. As a class, railway employees 
are probebly -the rrost satisfactory custo- 
mers a merchant has. 

“But as their veges are reduced from 
year to year, their capacity to buy is di- 
minished end the nerchant, the butcher, 
the baker and the farmer lose trade. 

The reduction in wages between 1892 
and 1895 averaged for the entire country 
$431.66 per mile of line. In the southeastern 
states the cut was more than $500 a mile, 
but call it that and we see that for the 
whole state the saving was more than 
$2,500,000. Some roads may not have made 
any material reduction in their pay roll 
in those years, but taking the state or 
the country as a whole and the roads did 
make very sharp cuts. 

“Persons with grievances against rall- 
roads usually want to reach the investors 
and make them suffer. There is a vague 
idea that all our railroads are owned in 
New York or in Europe. Some are and 
others are not. The Southwestern, the 
Augusta and Savannah, the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Georgia road are owned 
by Georgians. The owners may lease them 
to roads whose stock is owned elsewhere, 
but the owners themselves live here in the 
stats very largely. 

“The bond owners of railway property 
are the last persons to be reached by an at- 
tack on rates, an increase in taxation, high 
verdicts for damges or any other method 
which touches the treasury. — 

“The employees, the service, the condi- 
tion of the property all must share loss of 
earnings before the stockholder is touch- 
ed. He is a buffer in front of the junior 
security holders last of all come the first 
mortgage bondholders, and they can al- 
ways take cere of themselves when trou- 
ble comes. 

The meeting of the railroad commission- 
ers is one that was postponed from last 
month and all the deferred cases which 
were postponed from that meeting will 
come up before the commission tomorrow

Judge Childress decided the ordinance to 
be null and void as the city cannot levy a 
greater privilege tax than that of the state, 
which is 675.

PAY FOR MAILS. 


The Southern’s Were Weighed Care- 
Fully One Year Ago—Its Revenue. 
Washington, May 17.—In compliance with 

a resolution of inquiry the postmaster gen- 


eral today sent to the senate a statement ‘ 


in regard to the compensation paid to the 
Southern Railway Company for the trans- 
portation of mail since 18%. The report 
shows that since January last the com- 
pensation on the division between Wash- 
ington and Lynchburg, per mile, has been 
as follows: $698 for transportation, $215 for 
postal cars and $125 for special facilities. 
says that the 
weighing of mails on this line last year 
‘was conducted by more than usual care and 
that all officers and employees of the rail- 
way mall service who had anything to do 
with it, were instructed fully as to their 
duties and required to make reports on any 
unusual amount of mail matter received 
by them. 


LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


Western Roads Decide To Revive the 
Small Organizations. 

Chicago, May 17.—The chairman of the 
Western Passenger Association has sent 
notice to all the lines in the association 
that it has been found advisable to revive 
the local associations at all the rallroad 
centers throughout the association terri- 
tory, and if possible to have them in work- 
ing order by May 2th. For a time it was 
the intention to get along without the 
local associations, at least until after the 
membership of the association should have 
been completed. This has been found im- 
possible, however, and as the roads that 
were already members of the associatio 
were suffering from the lack of the loca 
associations it was determined to put them 
into operation at once. They will be in 
all of the cities in which they existed be- 
fore the association went to pieces imme- 
diately following the promulgation of the 
supreme court decision.

Engineers Will Shorten the Route to 
Montgomery Very Much. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 17.—(Special.)— 
General Manager Bonzano, of the Chatta- 
nooga Southern railroad, recently purchas- 
ed by the bondholders, Simon Borg & Co., 
of New York, and associates, is in the fleld 
below Gadsden, the southern terminus of 
the road, with a corps of engineers, locating 
the extension of the road to Montgomery. 

Parties here who know something of the 
intention of the owners of the property 
say that it is their intention to extend the 
road at an early a date as possible. 

The line when extended will bring Mont- 
gomery considerably nearer this city than 
it is at present and give 2 more direct route 
to Mobile and New Orleans.

Tip. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 17.—(Special.)— 
Sheriff Frank P. O’Brien, of Jefferson, be- 
ing an ex-newspaper man and up-to-date 
in all things, has inaugurated a scheme 
it would be well for the sheriffs of ali 
important counties to adopt. 

The sheriff is something of a kodak fiend, 
and when a prisonér is brought to his jail 
he has a picture taken of him. 

A copy of this, together with a full de- 
scription of the prisoner, on blanks pre- 
pared for the purpose, is filed away in the 
office and is kept preserved as a perma- 
nent record. 

The plan has not been in effect more 
than six or eight months, but its applica- 
bility has already been well tested. 

The following special from Birmingham 
relates one instance of the happy applica- 
tion of the sheriff’s unique scheme: 

“Alex Alexander, colored, left the crimi- 
nal courtroom yesterday afternoon a free 
man. He was charged with two cases of 
highway robbery at Avondale. The cir- 
cumstances were very much against the 
negro and he was practically convicted, 
when one of his photographs, taken by 
Sheriff O’Brien, who uses that method of 
preserving trace of all seriously charged 
prisoners, was sent to New Iberia, La., 
and there a gentleman for whom Alexander 
worked recognized the picture as that of 
his former employee and further recol- 
lected, and by his books proved, that the 
prisoner had worked for him on the very 
days the supposed crimes were committed, 
thus establishing his alibi. The gentleman 
came to Birmingham and proved the ne- 
gro’s innocence. Alexander returns home 
today a happy man.“ 


Alabama Mineral Production.

Colonel Scruggs is attorney for Vene- 
zuela in the arbitration treaty matter, 
and has been advising the government 
what steps to take. His position is one of 
honor and importance, and he has filled it 
to the complete satisfaction of the country 
he represents in this important matter. 

The conference with the president of 
Venezuela consumed more time than was 
expected, and Colonel Scruggs was in Ven- 
ezuela five weeks. He arrived in New York 
on May 6th. 

On his return to the United States Colo- 
nel Scruggs brought with him the ratified 
treaty for the settlement of the Guayana 
boundary dispute by arbitration. 

He was given full power to effect the ex- 
change of the ratihcatlons, but this has not 
yet been done because of the deiay in the 
acrival of the engrossed copy. This paper 
is expected any day. 

Colonel Scruggs is in Washingon, and if 
the British copy does not arrive there be- 
fore the day set for his departure, he will 
leave the Venezuelan copy with Minister 
Andrade, who will effect the exchange. 5 

Colonel Scruggs returns to Atlanta to 
remain here until he has completed his 
brief in the important case. The official 
papers which were before the boundary 
commission in Washington are to be for- 
warded to him here. 

The case requires a great amount of 
work and study, and will keep Colonel 
Scruggs busy for some time. In working 
for Venezuela he is using his best efforts 
for the country, and so far his actions have 
been extremely pleasing to the president. 
They have complete confidence in Colonel 
Scruggs’s ability, and the matter of put- 
ting forward Venezuela’s claims in the 
matter, which is of such importance, is 
left entirely with him. } 

It has not been decided who will be asso- 
ciated with Colonel Scruggs in the case. 
Judge Starrow, who was associate counsel 
in the case before the commission, died 
suddenly some weeks ago. It is probable, 
however, that Colonel Seruggs will have 
associated with him some of the most 
prominent lawyers in this country. 

He has submitted several names to the 
Venezuelan government, from which selec- 
tion will be made later. 


SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOAT 


INVENTOR HOLLAND LAUNCEHES 
VESSEL WORLD IS WATCHING. ~ 


If the Venture Proves a Success, It 
Will Practically Revolutionize 
Warfare. 


Elizabeth, N. Y., May 17.—The Holland 
sub-marine torpedo boat was launched at 
the Crescent ship yards in this city today. 
The inventor of the boat, John R. Holland, 
has closely watchéd thé construction of the 
vessel. ge. 

The vessel was christened The Holland” 
by Mrs. Nixon, wife of Lieutenant Lewis 
Nixon, the constructor. There were few 
present at the launching. Inventor Hol- 
land says there will not be any attempt 
at sub- marine evolutions for several weeks. 
The construction of the boat has been ea- 
gerly watched all over the country. 

The bort is «ylinderical in shape, 18 fifty 
feet and three inches long, with a four foot 
screw protecting extension. The diameter 
is ten feet, three inches amidships and the 
molded diameter is the same. 

The boat can travel under water eight 
knots an’ hour for eight hours and ten 
knots an hour on the surface. 

The power comes from a gasoline engine 
and a dynamo, the former to be used when 
the boat is sailing along the surface, and 
the latter when she is submerged. It will 
take less than a minute to submerge the 
boat and about the same length of time 
for her to rise to the surface. The arma- 
ment consists of three torpedo tubes, which 
will discharge high explosives. 

Six men will constitute the crew. 

Mr. Holland was asked by the United 
States, British and Spanish governments to 
allow a reprasentative on board during the 
trial trip, but he fused the request. After a 
trial trip he says he will allow an engineer 
from each government to see the workings 
of the boat, which, it is believed, will revo- 
lutionize warfare. Several foreign nations 
have bid for the vessel, but it is likely that 
Mr. Holland will sell her to the United 
States.

EIGHTEEN THOUSAND MEN AND 
WOMEN ARE NOW OUT. 


Contractors Failed To Live Dp to 
Agreement They Made More Than 
a Year Ago. 5 


New York, May F.— There was no out- 
ward manifestation of excitement today 
at the headquarters of the striking tailors. 
William Cohen, business agent of the Broth- 
erhood of Tailors, of which the strikers 
are nearly all members, said today: 

“In this city, Brooklyn and Newark. 
18,000 men and women are on strike, 10,000 
of them in this city, where 1,000 shops on 
the east side are closed. The strike affects 
the entire clothing manufacturing trade. The 
reason for it is the failure of the contrac- 
tors to live up to the agreement they 
made more than a year ago. About 6,00 
persons struck yesterday morning and the 
others last night and early today, when 
they had finished their tasks.” 

Cohen said that assistance was expected 
from the Progressive Tailors’ Union No. 
ll, which will meet tonight, «nd in all 
probability order a strike. The union nem- 
bers about 20,000 members, who make the 
better clothes of readymade garments. Of 
the strikers, according to Cohen, 15,000 be- 
long to the Brotherhood of Tailors, 2,50 
to the Children’s Jacket Makers’ Union 
and about 1,000 to the Tailors’ Jacket Mak- 
ers’ Union. :

There Can Be No Compromise. 

Every loyal democrat must heartily 
indorse the ringing and patriotic words 
of Mr. Bryan in his letter to The New 
York Journal, published in last Sunday’s 
issue of that paper. The letter, which 
is written in Mr. Bryan’s characteristic 
style, Calis with existing political condi- 
tions in this country and shows that be- 
tween the regular democratic organiza- 
tion and the bolting element of the party 
there can be no reconciliation save upon 
the principles enumerated in the Chica- 
go platform. The idea of compromise 
is repelled by the late democratic stand- 
ard bearer as something altogether for- 
eign ane repugnant to the spirit of de- 
mocracy. 

In stating that absolute harmony pre- 
vails in the democratic ranks, Mr. Bry- 
an makes no extravagant declaration, 
but confines himself to the exact truth. 


There is no division of sentiment among 


those who rightfully call themselves 
democrats, nor has there been any since 
the adoption of the Chicago platform. 
The test of democracy consists in loyal 
devotion to the principles enunciated by 


‘the party in national convention assem- 
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bled. There can be no other test; and 
those who refuse to ratify the party’s 
action and to plant themselves squarely 
upon the party’s code of principles must 
accept the ostracism which they pro- 
nounce upon themselves. Mr. Bryan is 
clearly right, therefore, in saying that 
the democratic party is harmonious. As 
a unit, it stands upon the platform enun- 
ciated at Chicago and upon that plat- 
form it intends to stand, without apol- 
ogy or reservation, until the next con- 
vention assembles and another platform 
is adopted. 

But while the regular democracy is 
firmly grourded upon the Chicago plat- 
form, Mr. Bryan shows in his letter that 
the bolting element of the party is equal- 
ly pronounced in its allegiance to the 
gold standard. 

Instead of coming closer together af- 
ter the election they have only drifted 
further apart. In this connection Mr. 
Bryan refers to the spirit evinced at 
the recent Waldorf dinner in New 


Tork city, at which the leaders of the 


bolting element “not only paid homage 
to the golden image which they had set 
up, but breathed out threatenings and 
Slaughter against the greenbacks and 
treasury notes.“ To expect the two fac- 
tions of the party, so widely and fun- 
daméntally at variance, to come together 
on common ground is, in the opinion of 
Mr. Bryan, not only impossible, but un- 
democratic, since it necessarily involves 
some plan of unwarranted compromise. 
“Both the regular democrats and the 
gold democrats,” says Mr. Bryan, “know 
that the money question will be the par- 
amount issue of 1900, and it is folly to 
expect that either branch of the party 
will give any material assistance to the 
representatives of the other while this 
great contest continues. Knowit.« that 
they will fight each other thre2 years 
hence, is it rasonable to suppose that 
they can be political friends in the 
meantime?” | 

Mr. Bryan further contends in his 
letter that harmony between sh regular 
democrats and the bolters neans the 
maintenance of present conditions. 
Quoting his exact language in this con- 
nection, he says: “Bimetallism can only 
be restored by affirmative action, and 
any compromise, therefore, must be at 
the expense of the advocates of bimet- 
allism. If anyone who now believes in 
free coinage becomes converted hereafter 
to the gold standard it will be an

There can be no satis- 
factory answer to the reasons given by 
him for opposing a compromise which 
would sacrifice the national platform. 
The duty of all loyal democrats is to 
stand unalterably upon the national plat- 
form and to faithfully uphold the avow- 
ed principles of the party. In no other 
way can party organization be maintain- 
ed or the cause of bimetallism be car- 
ried on to ultimate triumph.

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President McKinley’s Message. 

President McKinley’s message to con- 
gress on the Cuban situation is a sore 
disappointment to the country.. Instead 
of recommending some vigorous measure 
calculated to relieve the suffering Cu- 
bans and to put a stop effectually to 
Spanish despotism on the island the mes- 
sage, in a feeble, hesitating way, reviews 
the situation in Cuba and tamely asks 
for the appropriation of $50,000 to be 
applied to the relief of American citizens. 

In view of the deplorable condition of 
affairs on the island the message 
amounts to little more than a mere 
travesty. Without the faintest sugges- 
tion of sympathy for the oppressed vic- 
tims of Spanish brutality it simply deals 
with the subject of American interests 
on the island and sordidly recommends 
that the sum mentioned be appropri- 
ated for the relief of American citizens. 
The message is wholly devoid of patri- 
otic warmth and betrays none of the 
enthusiasm which the president has pre- 
viously avowed in behalf of Cuba. On 
more than one occasion during the late 
campaign eloquent allusion was made 
by the present chief executive to the 
heroic sufferings of the island, and yet 
when the opportunity of doing some- 
thing for the cause of liberty is pre- 
sented to him he merely recommends 
without saying a word for Cuba, that 
$50,000. be appropriated for the relief 
of American citizens. Since entering 
the white house it is evident that a 
marked change has come over the spirit 
of the president’s dream and that Cuba 
has nothing to expect from her former 
champion. 

Without criticising the appropriation 
recommended, it suffices to observe that 
if the situation on the zisland is suffi- 
ciently grave to call for legislative ac- 
tion seeking to relieve the distress of 
American citizens it is also grave enough 
to warrant vigorous and decisive action 
in behalf of Cuba herself. The presi- 
dent’s message, which is based upon 
Consul General Lee’s report, admits that 
the situation on the island is distressing 
and that General Weyler is carrying on 
a most brutal and destructive campaign, 
and yet, in spite of this admission, not 
a single word of sympathy or encourage- 
ment is contained in the message. Un- 
der the circumstances, President McKin- 
‘ley’s message is worse than none at all, 
and even the most enthusiastic mem- 
‘bers of his own party must admit that 
it reflects little or no credit upon his 
administratron. 

Yerkes and the ‘‘Anarchists.”’ 

Mr. Yerkes, of Chicago, is very angry 
and it is natural that he should be. He 
had some vast plans on hand and they 
have been upset; he had a great sn. me, 
and it has miscarried. Consequently, 
Mr. Yerkes is not in a very agreeanie 
frame of mind. 

His plans were arranged on a large 
stale. He owns most of the str2et rail- 
way lines of Chicago, and his plans were 
arranged to get control of all of them. 
With that end in view, Mr. Yerkes 
caused to be introduced in the IIIinois 
legislature certain measures known as 
the Humphrey bills, which provided that 
the charters of street railway corpora- 
tions doing business in Chicago should 
be renewed and extended for fifty years 
without reference to the voters of the 
city apd independently of their opposi- 
tion to such measure. 

The outcome of these bills would have 
been to bring all the street railways 
of Chicago under the control of Mr. 
Yerkes and to establish the most power- 
ful street railway monopoly to be found 
in America. As our readers know, the 
sentiment of the people of Chicago took 
fire when the Humphrey bills were pass- 
ed by one branch of thelegislature. Pub- 
lic meetings were held, and some lively 
talk was indulged in. Some very prom- 
inent and conservative citizeng declared 
in public that the lamp posts would be- 
gin to bear fruit if certain members of 
the legislature voted for these measures. 

Now, it is a singular fact that Mr. 
Yerkes, in commenting on the defeat of 
his plans, employs the very expressions 
aimed at the democratic party last year 
by those who represented the interests 


of the monopolists and the international 


money: syndicates. He declares that the 
measures intended to promote his per- 
sonal and private schemes were defeated 
by “the socialistic and anarchistic ele- 
ments of the city, which are working 
from the top instead of from the bottom, 
as they did eight years ago.” He com- 
plains that the public is “ready to listen 
to the agitator and the liar.” 

This sort of talk is described as 
“reckless,” but is it any more “reckless” 
when Yerkes applies it to the people 
of Chicago than it was last year when 
the international money monopolists ap- 
plied it to the democratic party? Not 
one whit. The language employed by 
Mr. Yerkes is the language that comes 
by nature to those who are endeavoring 
to build up private interests and promote 
private greed at the expense of the 
public.

It is an appointment commanding un- 
bounded respect and admiration; for in 
a public career covering a service of near~- 
‘ly forty years, the man appointed has 
commanded the unbounded respect and 
admiration of political enemies as well as 
political friends. 

A record worth having—is it not? 

As member of congress, Judge Tyner 
attained distinction; as a lawyer he has

held a foremost place in his profession; 


in the postoffice department he has gone 


through the whole thing from inspector 
to postmaster general—he knows every 
phase of the work. 

IIcro are a few facts about his career. 
They were given me by a man who, V- 


| eral years ago, was associated with him 


and they are perhaps as full as any man 
except Judge Tyner could give. The judge 
is rara avis Among public officials—a man 
who is modest and not given to singing 
his own praises. I have written of him 
because the story of his. career interested 
me, and I believe it will interest the read- 
ers of The Constitution. 

The first commission Judge Tyner held 
bore the signature of Abraham Lincoln. 
He was appointed special agent of the 
postoffice department in March, 1861, and 


served in that capacity five years, when he 


resigned. The special agent of that day 
was the inspector of this; and those were 
days of constant and never-ceasing work— 
the dark days of the war when the post- 
office department was such an important 
adjunct to the government. 

In 1868 he was elected as a representa- 
tive in congress from the eighth district 
of Indiana, and was twice afterwards re- 
elected. He served for two terms as a 
member of the postoffice committee, dur- 
ing which time he was appointed upon à 
sub-committee to codify’ the postal laws, 
and performed all, or nearly all, the du- 
ties in connection with this important 
task, so that at the close of that term 
he was the reviser or author of almost 
every statute in existence relating to the 
postal service. 

He was a member of the committee on 
appropriations during his last congres- 
slonal term, and had exclusive charge in 
that committee of all matters relating to 
appropriations for the postal service. It 
will be remembered that under the rules 
of the house then existing almost every 
important measure of legislation was tack- 
ed on to appropriation bills as a rider,“ 
and it so happened that all new postal 
legislation during that term was enacted 
in that manner. : 

At the close of his third congressional 
term he was persuaded by President Grant 
to accept the appointment of second as- 
sistant postmaster general, charged with 
the special duty of reorganizing the con- 
tract oflice, which was then beset by 
fraudulent contractors composing what was 
then known as the “straw bid ring.“ 

After service of about sixteen months 
he was, in July, 1876, invited by President 
Grant to accept the appointment of post- 
master general, which he held until the 
— oe of President Hayes in March, 


The appointment of Judge David M. 
Key, of Tennessee, as postmaster general 
at the commencement of Hayes’s admin- 
istration—Judge Key had served as a brig- 
adler general n the confederate army— 
having provoked much criticism and ill 


feeling among the republicans of the north, 


an earnest effort was made to induce Mr. 
Tyler to return to the department as first 
assistant postmaster general in charge of 
all the appointments of every kind and 
description connected with the postal ser- 
vice in the northern and border states.

Harris in his memorials of 
Oglethorpe, and Rev. George White, in his 
historical collections and statistics of Geor- 
gia, both claim that December A, 1688, was 
the day bn which the distinguished founder 
of Georgia first saw the light, and in sev- 
eral other sketches the same date is as- 
signed. Appleton's Cyclopedia Ameri- 
can Biography” holds the view that Ogle- 
thorpe was born December 21. 1608. The 
date, June 1, 1689, above referred to, how- 
ever, Mr. Edgeworth Jones thinks is evi- 
dently the one in which reliance may be 
placed, as it was taken from the parish 
register where he was born.

According to the many stories 
that have been published, this interesting 
young woman was a devil worshipper, and 
she had a devil admirer by the taking name 
of Asmodeus, whom she married under 
the auspices of “General Pike.“ A young 
Parisian, Taxil, followed her varying 
fortunes, exploiting her ghoulish peculiar- 
ities and darkly hinting at the really blood- 
curdling occupations of the fair devil wor- 
shipper. After the public had become well 
versed in Diana’s dark ways Taxil an- 
nounced that the devil worshipper had be- 
come a Catholic, and that she intended to 
write a book exposing the hideous rites of 
Palladism. Diana wrote the book and it 
sold weil. 

When the sales began to drop off Taxil 
tried to revive the flagging interest in his 
protege by promising to produce her at a 
meeting. The house was crowded, the au- 
dience included a large number of priests. 
They waited and waited for Diana, but 
she came not. Instead Taxil appeared and 
confessed that he had been perpetrating a 
hoax on them. Then some one began to 
cry “Lynch him!” and he barely escaped 
alive. This book, which abounded in cu- 
rious yarns, was taken seriously, and dis- 
tinguished church dignitaries and religious 


ments. As a result of all this advertising 
the book sold largely. It was written, so 
Miss Vaughan professed, as an expiatory 
expose of Palladism. It depicts the orgies 
of the devil worshippers in Italy, France, 
Great Britain and Germany. 

It is now revealed that Miss Vaughan is 
simply Leo Taxil’s typewriter, to whom, 
during all the months of Palladism,“ when 
her existence was so much in dispute, he 
was paying the munificent salary of $15 a 
month As a tter of fact, the Diana 
Vaughan of P dism, the converted dis- 
ciple of Lucifer, had no existence. It was 
Leo Taxil who wrote the books bearing her 
name, she officiating merely as typewriter. 

‘Canadians Leaving Canada. 

The migration of the French-speaking 
people of Canada to the New England 
states has assumed enormous proportions 
in recent years, and shows no signs of 
diminution.

Peter Pangman is set down in Canadian 
annals @s being the first white man to 
reach the Rocky mountains, and also the 
first white man to ever see them from the 
east. While in the employ of fur traders 
he ascended the Saskatchewan above its 
junction with the Clearwater, and, looking 
to the westward, he saw the white mass 
of the Rocky mountains, to which he after- 
wards penetrated, but he marked this spot 
of his first vision by carving his name on a 
pine, which from that day became known 
as “Pangman’s tree.

WATER COMMISSIONER HAS NOT 
TIME TO DEVOTE TO CITY. 


Resignation Not To Be Tendered Until 
Next Meeting of Council—A. L. 
Waldo May Succeed Him. 


Major John A. Fitten, one of the most 
prominent members of the board of water 
commissioners, has given notice of his 
intended resignation from that position.

SENT TO PRISON WITH HER BOY 


She Makes a Full Confession and Says 
She Tried To Steal the Silk. ; 


THE WOMAN TELLS WHO SHE IS 


If She Is Sent to the Chaingang, the 
Little Boy Will Be Taken Care 
of—What She Says. 


Sitting at the head of the staircase which 
leads from the lower floor of the city 
prison to the department for female crim- 
inals was a woman last night, and she was 
gazing humbly and hopelessly at the iron 


.docr below her. 


By her side was, a little bey, with the 
hard, cold iron stairstep for a bed, and 
his mother’s lap for a pillow. The child 
was asleep. : 

When the turnkey unlocked the door to 
‘admit a reporter of The Constitution the 
woman made a quick motion as if to rise, 
and remembering the little sleeper at her 
side she resumed her position. 

She was Mrs. Martha Hicks, a comely 
white woman and rather decently clad to be 
occupying a prison; and the child was her 
little son. < 

Yesterday afternoon some of the clerks 
in the store of Rich Bros., on Whitehall 
street, discovered Mrs. Hicks attempting 
to conceal a piece of silk, which she had 
taken from a counter. Thinking she had 
not been observed the woman slipped the 
silk within the folds of her parasol and 
started to leave the store. She was de- 
tained until Patrolmen Thompson and Jett 
arrived at the store in obedience to the 
summons of the proprietors. 

She Confessed the Theft. 

Mrs. Hicks confessed that she had taken 
the silk and she was carried to the police 
barracks, where a state case of larceny 
from the house was entered against her. 
She was placed in the special department 
at the barracks for white female prisoners. 
Her little boy was allowed to stay with 
her. So together they were found by The 
Constitution reporter, and a strange picture 
they made at the head of the iron steps, 
the mother humbly, dumbly bemoaning 
her fate and the child totally unmindful of 
the deep and lasting disgrace of her whose 
memory he would in after years wish to 
hold in reverence and respect—his mother! 

My God!” she said with a ring of des- 
peration in her voice, “I don’t know what 
made me do it. I never did such a thing 
before. Yes, I am guilty. I took the silk 
and tried to hide it in my parasol. I sup- 
pose they will send me to the chaingang. 
I don’t care what becomes of me, but it is 
my poor little boy that I am thinking 
about. What in. the world will become of 


him?’ 
Who the Woman Is. 

Mrs. Hicks gave a history of her life. 
She is about thirty years of age. Her home 
is at Winston, Ga., a station on the Geor- 
gia Pacific railroad, where she has been 
living with her mother and trying to earn 
a living with needle and thread. That is 
the story she tells. 

Three years ago she was in Atlanta, and 
came here again about two weeks ago 
to visit a friend, a Mrs. Dickson. The 
friend, so Mrs. Hicks states, left Atlanta 
for Birmingham yesterday, and she decided 
to return to Winston. She had been prom- 
ised a railroad ticket by a brother-in-law 
of Mrs. Dickson. Just why she went into 
the store of Rich Bros., she fails to say, 
for when arrested she had only 16 cents 
on her person. Seven years ago she mar- 
ried John Dickson and became separated 
from him and resumed her maiden name of 
Hicks. Her husband is now dead. She has 
no father, no brothers and no sisters. Her 
only child is the little boy who occupies 
her prison cell. 

„Rich Bros. say,’’ she was told, that 
you have been caught shoplifting before.” 

„Well, it isn’t so,“ she replied. “I never 
tried to take anything out of a store before 
in all my life.” 

“What did you intend doing with the 
silk?’’ 

„The Lord only knows. I just saw a 
chance to pick it up and I did it without 
stopping to think.“ 

Mrs. Hicks has been talked to by the 
police matron, Miss Holloway, and she may 
get some help from that quarter. Anyway, 
if she is convicted and sentenced the little 
boy will de taken care of.

SALE OF NORTHEASTERN ROAD 


Governor Atkinson Issued the Order of 
Sale Yesterday. 

Governor Atkinson formally ordered the 
sale of the Northeastern railroad yester- 
day morning, and tomorrow will begin the 
thirty days’ advertising required by the 
act of legislature. 

The order for the sale of the road is not 
very lengthy and gives only a very small 
portion of the act directing the governor 
to make tgeale. The order of sale ig as 
follows: 

“Executive Department, Atlanta, Ga., 
May 17, 1897.—Whereas, by act of the gen- 
eral assembly, entitled ‘An act, to author- 
ize the sale of the Northeastern railroad 
of Georgia, and to confer certain powers 
and duties on the governor thereto, and for 
other purposes,’ approved December. 24. 
1896, the governor is authorized and direct- 
ed within six months from the date of said 
approval, after advertising the same thirty 
days in four daily newspapers, to offer to 
sale to the highest bidder all the property 
of the Northeastern railroad of ‘Georgia, 
consisting of its roadbed, right-of-way, side 
tracks, rails, crossties, station houses and 
franchises pertaining to said railroad, upon 
the terms and conditions mentioned in said 
act of December 24, 1896; it is, therefore, 

“Ordered, that said property be offered 
to sale to the highest bidder upon the 
terms and conditions. provided in said act 
and that sealed bids for the purchase of 
said property, om ed by certifled 
check on some solvent bank in this state 
for $10,000, payable to the order of William 
J. Speer, treasurer of Georgia. as required

Dr. Abertson Delivers an Eloquent Plea 
for the Commonplace. 


HE GIVES HIS AUDIENCE IDEAS 


An Interesting Address Made to Clark 
University Students. 


WORTH OF A FRUGAL AND HAPPY PEDPLE 


Millionaires Not So Necessary as 
Good Mechanics—The Closing Ex- 
ercises at the Institute. 


The audience that was present at the 
lecture delivered before the students of 
Clarke university yesterday morning, was 
the largest that has yet assembled in the 
lecture hall. * 

Dr. C. c. Abertson, the eminent divine of 
Buffalo, N. Y., was the speaker of the oc- 
casion. He delivered a very impressive 
lecture on “A Plea for the Common- 


place.“ 

The lecture was calculated to inspire 
higher views of life, duty and privilege 
among men and women of the common 


walks of lite. 
Dr. Abertson said in the course of his 


lecture: : 

“Much depends upon our estimate of 
things. Culture is determined by our sense 
of relative values. So is character, which 


is culture in the highest relations of life. 
It is one of the characteristics of our 
times to seek to see and hear, and do and 
be the phenomenal. : 

The largest building in the world, the 
fastest horse in the world, the richest man 
in the world, the hardest hitter in the 
world—these become the all-absorbing top- 
ics of conversation at times. What does 
it signify? That people are on the look- 
out for the extraordinary. Whatever is 
superlative in ite kind attracts immediate 
attention, excites wonder and often undis- 
cerning admiration. 

There is a tendency in our society to 
condone great crimes and to lionize extra- 
ordinary criminals for no othér reason than 
that they are uncommon. It was so with 
Jesse James. Murder one man and you are 
hanged; murder twenty and you become a 
hero. A boy steals a loaf of bread. The 
policeman pursues him. In the’ name of 
the majesty of the law he shoots the fright- 
ened boy and shatters his arm. Next day 
in New York a man steals a railroad. He 
is exalted as rich and strong. Men send 
him to the senate. 

“The strong state is not the one with 
the few millionaires. It is that state where 
the many are well-to-do, frugal and hap- 
py. They enter into the productive fac- 
tors to the state.“ N ' 

A plea was made for men who would 
be content to do common things in an un- 
common way. 

“Become artists in your sphere. The 
best things are common. Air is common; 
so is sunshine. But we can’t get along 
without them. Bread is common, but it’s 
better than angel’s cake. The best people 
of the world are the common people. As 
Abraham Lincoln said, ‘the Lord must 
love us common people, He made so many 
of us’. The savior of men chose to be 
born among the common people, and lived 
with them. The hope of Christ’s church 
is in the common people. Among them 
Christianity had-its heroic beginning, and 
through them its heroic triumphs are to 
come. The common soldier wrought the 
most heroic results of the late war. It is 
well to sing the praises of Grant and Lee, 
but there is yet to come the poet who 
shall sing the epic of the common soldier. 
The great poets sing of common things. 
Sidney Lanier, worthy to stand with the 
first of American poets, sung of “Corn” 
and “The Marshes of Glynn.”

Tomorrow afternoon will witness the 
closing of the commencement exercises of 
Clarke university. Tife faculty and prom- 
inent visiors of the institution are loud 
in their praises of the manner in which 
the students have equipped themselves.

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DR. SPALDING OUT 


Pastor of the Capitol Avenue Baptist 


Church Has Resigned. 
OLD AGE THE REASON GIVEN 


For Many Years He Was Pastor of the 
Second Baptist—Retired To Pri- 
vate Life. : 


Dr. A. T. Spalding, who has been the 
pastor of the Capitol averue Baptist 
church for a number of years, has sent in 
his resignation and asks permission to 
give up his charge. 

This action of Dr. Spalding will be a 
grea, surprise to a number of Baptists 
of this city, but to his congregation he had 
intimated some time ago that he would 
give up the pastorate. 

The only reason that Dr. Spalding as- 
signs is that of old age. He was sixty-six 
years old on his last birthday und has 
given up nearly his entire life-time to the 
work of the Lord.

It was his intention at the time that 
he gave up the Second Baptist church to 
retire from active work.

Building Cemmittes Ask for Suggestions 
About New Courthouse. 
THE COMMITTEE MEETS TODAY 


Letters of Inquiry Have Been Re- 
ceived by County Officers 
About Department Room. 


The building committee of the board of 
county commissioners will meet this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock to discuss the proposed 
new courthouse building. The committee 
is composed of Chairman Forrest Adair 
and Commissioners Brown and Palmer. 

The meeting of the committee this morn- 
ing is significant. It means that the dan- 
ger of delay is to be guarded against and 
the commissioners have determined to be- 
Sin at once to make arrangements for the 
structure Which is to be the future home 
of the county officials and records. 

At the last session of the board of 
commissioners the building committee was 
instructed to hold gessions as often and at 
any time that it might be necessary. Plans 
will be considered at the meeting this 
morning and it is quite probable that some 
action will be taken toward looking about 
for the perfection of these plans. It will 
probably be decided as to the course to 
be pursued in securing the plans, whether 
an architect will be employed by the board 
or whether the work will be accomplished 
in competitive bidding. 

Chairman Adair has wriften a personal 
letter to all of the county officials who 
have offices in the courthouse. He has 
taken the position that the officers know 
more about what is needed than anyone 
else could be and the opinions he has re- 
ceived as a result of the letters will carry 
with them much weight when the matter 
comes up this morning. 

Judge Tanner has been crowded for 
Several years. The litigation of the coun- 
ty has increased so perceptibly in the last 
few years that it has almost been impos- 
sible for the records to be kept conven- 
lently. Judge Tanner needs more room 
than he has at present and the commis- 
sioners will see that he has the necesgary 
room when the new courthouse is built. 

There is probably no official of the coun- 
ty who sees the necessity of a new court- 
house more than Judge Candler. Since his 
appointment to the bench he has been com- 
pelled to hold his court in the basement 
of the courthouse. The basement is cold, 
poorly lighted, inaccessible and altogether 
a very unfair place for the holding of a 
court so largely attended and so important 
— the court presided over by Judge Cand-

Sheriff Nelms now occupies an office 
which is about ten by twelve feet. The 
office of the sheriff in which the clerical 
work is done and in which more than 
a half dozen deputies must have desk room, 
is no larger than an ordinary sleeping 
room. In the new courthouse the sheriff 
will be relieved of these unpleasant condi- 
tions. 

The letters in reply to Chairman Adair’s 
inquiries will be read this morning before 
the building committee and they will prob- 


ably contain many new ideas and sugges- 


tions which have not yet been thought 
of by the commissioners. The meeting 
promises to be very interesting and some 
positive action may be the result of the 
session today.

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Officers Find a Still. 


Calhoun, Ga., May 17.—<(Gpecial.)—Last 
Saturday morning Captain Pitts. of the 
revenue department, accompanied by Offi- 
cers Ward and Bailey, of Adairsville, found 
and destroyed a large still in the hills near 
Cat Den, this county, arrested Jim 
Martin and a man named Kilgore, from 
Murray county. The officers destroyed a 
considerable quantity of liquor and beer 
The prisoners were carried to Atlanta. 
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yesterday, adjourning late in the 
afternoon. 

One of the most interesting cases tried 
and the one in which the longest sentence 
was given was that of William Banks, the 
negro who was charged with an assault 
with intent to murder. But for a chance 
of fortune Banks would have been tried for 
murder and he would have doubtless been 
found guilty in the first degree, as his 
crime was blood-thirsty and deliberate. 

Several weeks ago Banks retired at his 
home in the southern part of the city. 
After he had been asleep several hours, his 
wife returned home from a church festi- 
val, Banks was enraged at the conduct of 
his wife. He threatened to kl her, but 


“she parified him for the moment. Yester- 


day morning Banks made a full confession 
to the court. 

We went to sleep then,“ said the negro. 
About 3 o'clock in the morning I woke up. 
I was so mad I couldn’t see. I got my ax 
and walked close up to my wife. She was 
sound asleep. I lifted the ax up over my 
head and let it fall with all my power. I 
was jealous and I thought I would be justi- 
fied in killing her. I tried to kill her, but 
the blow didn’t do its work.“ 

After deliberately explaining the details 
of the brutal attempt at uxorcide, the negro 
coolly entered a plea of guilty. 

“Your case is a bad one, Banks,” said 
the judge. Tou have admitted that you 
tried to kill your wife while she slept and 
at a time when she was unconscious of 
danger and the peril of her position. Jeal- 
ousy doesn’t vindicate a man like you un- 
der such circumstances, I will give you the 
full limit of the law—ten years. I would 
give you twenty years if the law provided.“ 

Other Cases Disposed Of. 

Anthony Jones, colored, indicted for an 
assault with intent to murder, was con- 
victed and sentenced to twelve months. He 
nearly killed a companion several weeks 
ago by using his razor. 

Moses Greer and Josh Greer, jointly in- 
dicted on the charge of larceny from the 
house, were convicted, the case being 
treated as a misdemeanor by the court. 
Judge Lumpkin gave them twelve months 
each. 

Hale Hinton, the burglar, was convicted 
and received a sentence of five years in the 
penitentiary. 

Several days ago George Coffer stole a 
bicycle from the entrance to Temple Court 
building. He was indicted on the charge 
of larceny and yesterday he was sentenced 
to two years in the penitenttary. 

Two years at hard labor was the sen- 
tence given Will Hughes, a young white 
mon, who had been indicted for larceny 
after trust. Hughes entered a plea of guilty 
when his case was called and he was dis- 
posed of in quick order. 

A verdict of not guilty was instructed by 
the court in the case of O. T. Pierce, who 
was charged with car breaking with the 
intent to steal. There was much doubt 
about his guilt and the state failed to 
make out its case strong enough to secure 
the conviction. : 

There were two cases against Charles 
Jones, a negro charged with burglary. For- 
tunately for him, the burglaries were com- 
mitted in the day time and he only re- 
ceived seven years for both offenses. 

Solicttor General Charley Hill was en- 
gaged yesterday in arguing the case of 
Springer, the pawnbroker, against the 
state. In his absence from the criminal 
court, Mr. Edgar Latham acted as solicitor,

The Ray Farm, Sumter County, Ga., May 
17.—(Staff Correspondence.)—Twenty-five 
bales of cotton to the mule is the record of 
Mr. Neill Ray, of this county. 

And these mules do not have to drag over 
an acre apiece to produce the bale. 

As a sample year the cotton off this 
plantation of 1,800 acres brought about $20,- 
000 for the crop of 1896. 

Mr. Neill Ray ts one of the most promi- 
nent and substantial farmers of Sumter 
county—one who has grown up between 


the plowhandles, and who says he would 
not exchange his place as a successful 


farmer with any business man in Ameri- 
cus or Atlanta either. 

It is a life,“ said he, which no health- 
ful man who has once tried will agree to 
give up, and one which I would advise 
every young man to take up instead of 
wearing his life away in the weary grind 
of business in a city. If I had selected a 
city life I might now, at my best, be living 
in some indifferent house, hemnied in by 
Others on a fifty-foot lot, with bill collec- 
tors eternally at my door and nervous ex- 
haustion wearing away every day of my 
life. As it is I am independent, with plen- 
ty of room and all the comforts which a 
$10,000 a year man is not able to purchase in 
the city.” 

An invitation from Mr. Ray to spend a 
day on the farm, so as to observe its daily 
routine, was accepted. The ringing of a 
deep-throated bell at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, before the first ray of the sun was 
suggested over the sloping eminence which 
cut off the full eastern view, called the 
hands from slumber to work. 

“I keep all my mules here in a common 
lot,” said Mr. Ray, so that they may be 
properly fed and cared for under my super- 
vision. It is the only way to keep your 
stock up. The mules are never rode on 
Sunday, it being worth a negro’s situation 
on my place to break this rule.” 

Meanwhile colored forms began to creep 
in, standing around like ebon statues, 
awaiting the word. Then a second ring- 
ing of the bell, and the gate of the mule 
lot was flung open, while the traditional 
higger ‘and mule mixed. In the fifteen 
minutes which had elapsed the shadows had 
melted away into the gray dawn, and the 
early brush of wind which precedes the 
sun’s struggle to peep above the horizon 
had a delightfully exhilarating effect. The 
hands were divided off one into a party 
of about thirty, others into tens and fives, 
while a number went off singly. It looked 
as if it might have been a savage scene in 
Africa, where blackmuleteers were trying 
to steal an early morning attack upon some 
slumbering enemy. 

There, they all know where to go,” said 
Mr. Ray, who had tolled them off. At 
fifteen minutes to 12 o’clock another bell 
will ring, calling them to dinner; every mule 
to be in its place here at 12 o’clock, when 
the bell rings again. The same cali of as- 
sembly and dispersal is sounded at 1 
o’clock, and the setting of the sun gives 
them liberty to come in for the night. I 
work my hands both by wages, on time

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and on shares. Those who went off singly 
were the renters. The first requisite on a 
large farm is discipline. The proprietor 
must be present himself, taking charge, as 
the interference of any one else breeds 
jealousy. There are people who want to 
hire, and others who want to rent, and 
demoralization would result if any differ- 
ence was made between them, no matter 
how slight. To remove the opportunity 
for this I retain personal control over the 
tenants just as I do of the hired men. The 
only difference is in the manner of pay- 
They must report at the lot as 
regularly as the hired men, bring their 
mules in just the same, and if they are off 
a day, or a part of a day, I have the same 
right to forfeit their contract as I have 
to discharge a hired hand, or I can dock 
them for the time. As I furnish the 
ground and the credit upon which ,they 
work for the year, I hold that I have the 
Tight to their honest and best efforts to 
make a crop. Their absence from work, 
or neglect of it, affects my share as well 
as their own, and they have no more right 
to fall short in work than I would have in 
failing to deliver to them the ground rent- 
ed, or the credit which gives them a liv- 
ing while at work. If at the end of the 
year their part comes to More than they 
would have made in wages, that is all right, 
as they have fairly earned it. The result 
of firm control aad exact fair play is that 
the most perfect order prevaiis the year 
round. My experience with the negro race | 
is that it is not a drunken one. While | 
they go to town and get on occasional 
sprees, they never come home in that con- 
dition. In thirty years I have never had 
trouble on this score with any of them. A 
man can work a large plantation just as 
easily now as he could before the war, as 


this large scale. It is profitable in the | 
hands of a man who has a head for K- 

tensive organization and the management 

of men, and I give you my experience 

merely to show that men with the genius 

for contract work and the handling of 

large sums of money can find a profitable 

field in the country as well as in the gity. 

We want the ald of those men to help in 

developing our unoceupied lands. The true 

field of farming is the small holding, say 

100 acres, raising vegetables, cereals And 
meat and fodder for stock, so that the 
cotton crop will be surplus. During the 
last ten or fifteen years there has been 4 
great breaking up of the large plantations 

into small farms, resulting in marked im- 
provement, as it calls the individual efforts 
of more people into play. In either case 
of farming on a large scale or on a small 
one the profit in the long run is greater 
than that in corresponding lines of business. 

I might go further and say that measured 

by twenty years the farm is still where it 
was with no less whatever, and the farmer 
or his family is still in the old house, whilst 
the business man starting with equal date 
is bankrupt and his family scattered to the 
four winds of heaven.“ 

A noticeable feature on Mr. Ray's planta- 
tion is its sharp division into two soils— 
the one the chocolate lands of the Fort 
Valley belt, so famous for its peach-produc- 
ing quality, and tHe other the sandy and 
mixed soil of the wiregrass. In regard to 
this latter, Mr. Ray said: 

“I would want no better land. It re- 
quires fertilizers, it is true, but it pays 
abundantly for it, so that that is no dis- 
qualification. The other land is equally 
fertilized by every one who tries to make 
anything out of it, so that they are even 
in this respect. I regard the sandy lands 


of south Georgia as being as good as any 


in the state, only requiring that difference 
of treatment which a farmer has to learn 
wherever he goes. Deep plowing is the 
first necessity, and that means two mules, 
and not scraping over the top of the 
ground. I would not hesitate a moment 
in taking a farm in the very heart of the 
sandy country, and showing up a record 
with anyone anywhere else.“ 

In a big chocolate field some distance off 
there was a moving clod of dust, which 
lengthened out and contracted as the figures 
in the midst of it let distance get between 
them or caught up again. In furrows 
three-quarters of a mile long thirty black 
men held the plows drawn by as many 
mules, and as they moved away to the 
other end or came close again the cloud 
in which they moved waned and grew 
again. With silent, regular step the mules 
kept straight in their furrows, and the 
cool touch of the upturned earth gave ex- 
hilaration to the barefooted men and boys 
who followed. Each man with his mule— 
each mule with his man—the combination 
seemed to be interconvertible—multiplied 
thousands of times upon the bare fields of 
all this southern land, only to bloom a 
few weeks hence with crops richer than 
gold hunter ever dreamed of, the only crop 
in the world worth and demanding the gold 
as it stands; the agency which fifid’ our 
coffers annually: when drained and all else 
have failed—this is the south’s potent plea 
for recognition and the weapon wherewith 
she must beat her way through commercial 
wreck into the sunlight of prosperity! 

“Did I hear you use the word ‘prosper- 
ity’?’’ asked Mr. Ray, as he seemed to di- 
vine his companion’s thoughts. “Yes, we 
have prosperity, so far as our contribution 
to the public wealth grows, but what of 
those who need our products and have not 
the money to buy? For every pound of 
cotton, no matter how much we raise, there 
is a naked back; for every grain of corn 
there is a hungry stomach, yet we have to 
let it all go for prices which are discour- 
aging. Man does his part, the fields have 
done theirs, but the market is lacking. 
Our own people have been rendered too 
poor to buy from us except on a stinted 
basis. And now the government which 
promised relief proposes to give it by in- 
creasing the exactions upon the shoulder 
of the farmer. All of this Cleveland and 
Carlisle knew when they worked for the 
election of McKinlev. so that I do not 
see how they can escape responsibility for 
the tariff equal to that resting upon Mc- 
Kinley himself. My bale of cotton should 
be wpheld in value by the government with 
the same care with which it surrounds 
Shylock’s bond. 

“But let all that pass,” said Mr. Ray, as 
he led the way back to the dinner table. 
The farmer can stand it if anybody can. 
I want to show you a table upon which 
there is not a single purchased article ex- 
cept the salt, and very little of that will 
do. We have meat and eggs, cornbread 
and potatoes, butter and cheese, preserved 
peaches and salads, with condiments and 
relishes so that let the world move as it 
will we will live at home in contentment 
and let the clouds roll by.“ 

And all was as the enthusiastic farmer 
had pictured, only heightened by the pres- 
ence of his charming family, with four- 
year-old Miss Sarah sitting in the place of 
honor, a blooming type of cherry-lipped 
little girl, running around in freedom among 
the roses—as fair a rose as any. 

Neill Ray is a sample of a self-made 
man, who, starting as a country boy, has 
worked himself up to the heighth of his 
calling. Upon reaching manhood he bought 
a farm for $2,000 and went $5,000 into debt. 

“I had to work out of it, but I did it,” 
said he, laughingly, “and it was the best 
thing that ever happened to me.” 

Tonight while glancing over a few letters 
written by northern men concerning the 
south, one turned up, written by David 
D. Chichester, of New Waterford, O., in 
which occurs this sentence, brought out 
by a visit south: 

“It impressed me as being a vast but un- 
developed empire, needing only northern 
thrift and energy to promote it into the 
most productive and the wealthiest section 
of the whole country.” 


If Mr. Chichester were but here, and | 
could look into the eye of Mr. Ray, listen- 


ing to his story of triumph over adversity, 
he would conclude in future to drop his 
rather ostentatious term of “northern 
thrift and energy.” Tue country we have 
now around us, blooming in luxuriance, 
was rendered a desert within the present 
generation. It has been developed to its 
present magnificent condition Solely by 
“southern thrift and energy,” and it is 
time that the obtrusive use of the term 
“northern thrift,” carrying as it does its 
implied southern thriftlessness, should 
be dropped. This country is filled with men 
like Ray, of Sumter, and Newsome, of 
Dougherty, and Cliff Clay, of Lee, who 
need no lessons from any other section. 
The gates are open and all are invited 
to come in. The southern man ts at work 
has been at work with a vim without paral- 
lel in history. The field is wide, and in 
the utmost good faith he invites his north- 
ern friend to come in and share pot-liquor 
with him and joining in the race of prog- 
ress and development, prove himself to be

His shooting at the meet at Sea Girt, N. J., 
last year was without its equal. Sergeant 
Brown, Private Hope and Sergeant Bal- 
lard are all noted for being good shots, and 
the other members of the team of ten can 
shoot high above the average. 

Captain Dozier was unable to accompany 
the team to Savannah, much to the regret 
of the entire company, as he is one of the 
best shots in the state, and would have 
been a valuable addition to the team. He 
was down as one of the shooters, but his 
business prevented him from going. 

The team of the Horse Guards is one of 
the finest in the whole country, and cer- 
tainly stands among the first in the state.

New York, May 17.— The president’s mes- 
gage calling for an appropriation to relieve 
destitute American citizens in Cuba proved 
far lees hostile in tone toward Spein 
than the dealers in securities had appar- 
ently persuaded themselves that it would 
be. and the market strengthened upon its 
publication, recovering some part of. the 
loss that ensued upon early intimations 
that the message was forthcoming and its 
‘tone toward Spain would be extremely 
perverse. With the exception of a few 
weak spots in the market, due to causes 
peculiar to the stocks affected, the market 
Was strong all around today, and even the 
intimations from Washington that early 
action in the senate on Cuban belligerency 
Was probable did not weaken the tone of 
fpeculation. The traders have apparently 
persuaded themselves that there is much 
less danger to values in action by the 
government in Cuban affairs than they 
have felt during the previous agitation of 
the subject. The dealings on the ex- 
change, however, still continue almosc 
wholly professional and exceedingly re- 
stricted in volume, and the movement of 
prices reflects little more than board room 
maneuvering for short turns and no very 
definite opinion on general conditions. THe 
renewed uneasiness apparent on the Lon- 
don exchange over the truculent attitude 
of Turkey toward the great powers was 
reflected here to some extent at the open- 
ing, but the weakness was overcome early 
in the session. The easier tone of the ex- 
change market both on London and Paris 
was a factor in strengthening the market. 
It does not escape notice that the flow 
of gold into the United States treasury 
keeps up steadily and that the intervals 
between the withdrawals for shipments 
of the treasury’s gold reserve tends imme- 
diately toward replenishment. The pros- 
pects of large grain crops, which had the 
effect of weakening the wheat market, 
tended the other way in the market 
for railway shares, the Grangers especialy 
being in excellent demand, notwithsiand- 
ing the small east-bound suipments re- 
ported and rumors of rate cutting. by 
western roads and recrimination on that 
account between the roads.

Wheat Affected by Weak Cables and Heavy 
World’s Shipments. 


GROWING WEATHER IS FINE 


Northwestern Receipts Were Reported 
as Very, Heavy. 


CAUSED HEAVY UNLOADING AT DECLINE 


Provisions Suffered Severely, Pork 
Losing 22 1-2c, While Lard and 
Ribs Declined About 7 1-20 


Chicago, May 17.—All the grain and pro- 
vision markets ruled weak today and 
closed at declines. Wheat was affected by 
weak cables and heavy world’s shipments 
and declined 1%c. Corn and oats lost %*@ 
4c. Provisions suffered severely, pork 
lcsing 22%c, while lard and ribs declined 
abcut T%ec each. 

Bulls in wheat had a good deal of bear- 
ish news to digest at the orening. Tae 
chief items of information were comprised 
in the weakness of foreign markets, fine 
growing weather and very heavy north- 
western receipts. They caused an imme- 
diate unloading at a decline of from 1 to 
4c per bushel of a good, deal of July 
wheat. The first trades in n month's 
delivery were at from Ti%c down to 715%c 
as compared with 72%c Saturday. In less 
than an hour July had dropped to 71\ce. 
The bulls had more than has yet been 
mentioned to sicken them of their hold- 
ings. The world’s shipments last week 
were 5,919,000 bushels compared with 4,743,- 
000 bushels on the week before. This is 
the largest amount reported in. montis, 
and a 1%d decline at Liverpool was ac- 
credited to that fact. The quantity on 
ocean passage increased 1.040.000 bushels. 
Minneapolis and Duluth received 550 cars, 
against 419 Monday a weck ago and 401 
the corresponding day of the year before. 
The visible supply decreased 2,125,000 
bushels against 854.000 bushels decrease a 
year ago. The market was not immediate- 
ly affected by such a heavy disappearance 
of elevator stock since a week ago, wnen 
the last cablegram from Liverpool showed 
d of the earlier loss of ld had been 
recovered the price here began gradually 
to rise, and about 12 o'clock had reached 
T1%G@i2ce. It was said that 600,000 bushels 
or so of the wheat reported sold last week 
for shipment east by lake was today be- 
ing loaded into vessels. That also helped 
toward the recovery. But the market 
weakened again after a short spurt to 82%, 
and by closing time liquidation had forced 
July down to 71%c. 

Corn was fairly active. The market was 
very weak early on the fine weather, the 
break in wheat and selling by elevator 
people. Later shorts covered liberally and 
part of the decline was recovered. Ex- 
ports were 180,000 bushels. July opened %c 
lower at 24%c, sold at 24%c and reacted to 
24%c, where it closed. 

Only a moderate business was transact- 
ed in oats. The tone for the most part 
was weak on the fine weather, but cash 
business partially counteracted this. Prices 
kept within a narrow range. The visible 
decreased 919,000 bushels. July opened 
about \c lower at 17%@1&Sc, sold between 
174% and 18@18%c, closing at 175,@1S8c. 

Prcvisions were weak with everything 
lower all day. The fine weather, large 
hog receipts and the break in wheat all 
helped in the declire. The market had 
no support except from shorts. The cash 
demand was oniy moderate. At the close 
July pork was 22%c lower at $8.45, July 
lard 7½% lower at $3.80 and July ribs about 
5e lower at $4.50¢ :

The statistical strength which 
we have been looking for ali winter has 
fully materialized, but the market is not 
in à position to respond well to it, as 
the nearness of harvest and fickle cash 
demand, together with light svecularive 
business, are a setback to higher prices 
which should ensue. Charters here for 
wheat the last three days are 680 000 bush- 
els. but only a very limited business was 
done today, and the May premium narrow- 
ed on liquidating sales by small holders. 

Corn was easy with free selling by le- 
vator concern and country holders. Fine 
weather is the most potent weakening 
influence. 

Oats were also easy for the same rea- 
sons. 

Provisions were weak on fine weather 
and large receipts. The cash was only fair, 
and shorts are the main support. Selling 
and packers best buyers on 
the declines.

WERE ENTERTAINED BY THE ATLANTA ORDER 


Governor and Staff Leave Today—The

Eight new coaches that have never before 
been rolled over the rails carried the Atlan- 
ta delegates to Savannah last night, where 


they will attend the twenty-eighth annual

This magnificent train left the city a few 
minutes after 8 o'clock with more than 
three hundred members of the order on 
board. The delegates from Rome and West 
Point arrived in the city during yesterday 
and joined the Atlanta party on the train 
which left last night. 

Yesterday afternoon the local order gave 
a reception to the visiting delegates, who 
were nearly two hundred strong, at their 
hall in the Kiser. building. 

A lunch was served between the hours 
of 6 and 7 o’clock and all were merry be- 
fore they took the train for the grand 
convention. From the hall the visitors were 
escorted to the depot by the Fifth regi- 
ment band. : 

The party arrives in Savannah this morn- 
ing and will be met at the depot by the 
First and Second regiments of the Knights 
of Pythias and by the local militia compa- 
nies of Savannah. They will form a line 
of march through the principal streets to 
the DeSeto hotel, which will be the head- 
quarters of the Atlanta delegation. 

The Pythians who left Atlanta last night 
were in chaf®e of Colonel Moncrief and 
‘Major Algee, each commanding a division 
of the order. The Fifth regiment band 
escorted the Atlantians and will give open 
air concerts at the DeSoto during their 
stay. 

Today or tomorrow the governor and his 
staff will go.to Savannah, and a special pro- 
gramme has been arranged for his recep- 
tion.

Over twenty thousand people saw the cir- 
cus yesterday in Atlanta. The country 
wagons came to town and the streets were 
filled with a staring, perspiring crowd hours 
before the procession was getting ready to 
wend its way cityward. 

It was the typical circus crowd, with its 
push and jostle, its jests and good nature. 
‘Deratur street came up town early in the 
morning and gave a decidedly dusky ap- 
pearance to the struggling mass. The 
country mule was there to get frightened 
at the elephant. The lost boy was on deck, 
the idiot who cries “here comes the pa- 
rade“ was in the throng. In fact, yesterday 
was “circus day“ and the circus crowd was 
just as it always has been and always will 
be as long as circusses come to town 
and that town is Atlanta. 

When the parade did come it was the 
same gorgeous display that always goes to 
make up parades, only it was more gor- 
geous than ever and longer than usual.

Mr. Neal Believes That This Class of 
Merchants Will Take Hold. 


MACON HAS BOBBED UP, ALSO 


Merchants There Have Taken Up the 
Question of Holding the Fair in 
That City. 


President T. B. Neal, of the chamber of 
commerce, has appointed his committee to 
act with the joint committee which will 
assemble here on April 27th to take up 
the question of the state fair. 

The committee from the chamber of com- 
merce consists of Robert O'Donnell, Joe 
Jacobs and J. E. Hickey. John A. Miller 
was appointed, but because of the fact 
that he will be absent from Atlanta at 
the time of the meeting a substitute was 
named. 

President Neal believes that the fair 
can be carried through, and thinks that the 
retail men of Atlanta will be the active 
elemént in the work. He does not think 
that much help will come from those 
who were active in the last exposition, as 
they are tired of managing such enter- 
prises, but believes that the retail men and 
those who will receive the most benefit 
from the fair will take control of the 
movement. 

“Since our consultation the other day,” 
he said yesterday afternoon, “I have been 
talking with quite a number of Atlanta 
people. I have been to some of the largest 
stores and talked with the merchants. 
Il am of the opinion that the fair will be 
held and that Atlanta will actively sup- 
port it. It will not be of any great ex- 
pense and the only item to be taken into 
consideration will be the guarantee for 
premiums, which will not amount to more 
than’ $7,000. 

“The fair can be of no expense to the 
city, as I have said, but, on the other 

„it will be of great advantage. We 
will need something to stimulate us during 
the fall months and this will do it. I 
thoroughly believe that 
made a magnificent success.“ 

Macon Wants It. 

There is a movement .on foot in Macon 
to get the fair. and it may be that city 
will put in a bid for it. The merchants 
have taken up the movement and some of 
them have already subscribed for the pur- 
pose of guaranteeing the premiums.

The mem- 
bers of the executive committee which. have 
thus far visited Atlanta are all in favor 
of this city and they see that it offers by 
far the best inducements. This will be 
decided, however, by the executive com- 
mittee, which will meet here on April 27th.
